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1. The Military Technical Establishment in lulj, usually called the Arsenal, 
is an industrial enterprise of 4 purely military nature, althouch in 
certain operations it works with or for civilian establishments. The 
Arsenal director is an unnamed colonel, and the heads of the departments 
are officers, Some 70 officers are amployad ‘in administrative capacities 
-and in the various departments. 


2. There are about 1,600 workers. Normally tha arsenal operates on « single 
shift from 6 a.m. to 2:50 p.m. However, as there is usually some “contest” 
ar “voluntary labor,” work continues until late at night. 


3. The Arsenal does not produce any nev weapons, but repairs guna, eun caissone, 
machine guns, automatic rifles, and other arms. One spesial department 
fills with explosives torpedoes manufactured br the Aleksandar Rankovic 
Torpedo Factory in Rijeke. 

4. The mechanical equipment his recently been modernized and new additions are 
being made. Durins 1947, several tens of modern lathes for turnine metal 
were received from the USSR and installed. Durine 1948, machines from 
Hungary, ond in 1949 machines made in Yueoslav factories were installed. 

Raw materials for the Arsenal are primarily procured in Yugoslavia. ‘“what- 
ever is imported comas from Italy. 


5. The »rsenal has ite own electric vower plant, with five renerators, and one 
auxiliary motor, 


é. The attached plan ¢ives details of the Arsenal, and the leeend reads as 
fellows: 


1) Small electric power plant, with two larese oil-burnine senerators. 


2) Factory sentry post. ‘The factory is puerded by the KNOJ; the military 
UDB exercises surveillance. 


3) Naval transport section, quertered in an old building. 


4) Laree maragines and vorkshops. 4 two-story buildinc, with carpentry and 
eabinst-making workshops on the ground floor. Several machines from the 
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USSR have been installed in the workshors, ineludine a travelines erane 

with tue hoists, a drilline machine, and tuo saua. All the mechinas 

area elertriceally-onnrated.
